FRIEND played a dirty trick on me. He gave 

me some papers to take home—in a briefcase. 

People who work for newspapers are afraid 
of briefcases, for the same reason that they are 
afraid of clubs and lodges. The briefcase and the 
club membership card are signs of involvement. 

They show that a man has ceased to be an 
observer of the game, and signed on as a pbiyer. 
Newspaper men feel they shouldn’t do that. They 
have the idea that they should travel light—that 
they should carry no material except some notes 
scribbled on a grubby sheaf of folcM copy paper. 

When a man carries a briefcase or a club 
membership card, he aspires to be a citizen. It is 
well knowTi that you can^t be a newspaper man and 
a citizen at the same time. 

A briefcase is a formal thing. It looks as 
though it is filled with thick, dull papers that are 
full ^ long words. Sometimes it contains nothing 
but a cheese sandwich and a comic book. But it 
looks formal, just the same. 

For those reasons I was disturbed when my 
friend handed me the briefcase. 

“Hey, I can’t ca^ that down the street,” I 
protested. “People will think I have joined tl^e 
enemy.” 

But he didn’t offer to take the briefcase back. 
So I walked along with the briefcase clasped in 
my arms, hunched over, as if I were holding a cat 
that might jump down and run away. 

It still looked like a briefcase. I hurried to the 
car, put the briefcase on the back seat, and threw 
an old coat over it. 

Later 1 sneaked it into my house under cover 
of darkness. 

Once I really owned a briefcase, which was 
given to me as a parting gift At that time I could 
use it with a clear coni^enoe, because I was only 
a student. 

I lent this case to someone who promptly left 
town and disappeared. « 

Another time I came into possession of a third 
briefcase, which was lent to me with some papers 
in it I sneaked it home. Then—as things often seem 
to do In my house—it dropped from sight and I 
have never been able to find it since. 

Possibly, because of a subconscious fear of 
briefcases, I hid it while walking in my sleep.*

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Piecemeal Plebiscites 


r ls late In the day for the Greater 
Victoria Water Board to draw 
cards in the game of “will-you. 
won’t-you** conceminf fluoridation 
In the region. For one thing, all 
four munkipaUtiet of the Greater 
Victoria group will be putting the 
questidn to their electors at the 
December polls. In the event ot a 
negative vote, there would be no 
need to conault the u'ater board 
about anything; nor In fact has It 
any special Jurisdiction In unorgan- 
territory directly under the pro¬ 
vincial government. In the event of 
an affirmative municipal vote from 
the massed populations of theM 
areas, could an unorganized tail 
swing the municipal dog? 

With due respect to Mr. UpwaitL 
one believes that he is anticipating 
dtfficulty which may not eventuate. 
The proJrindal government is respon¬ 
sible for the unorganized areas ad¬ 
joining Greater Victoria. Presumably 
If It had thought a pleblwite was 
necessary there It would have put 
one. That could still be done at local 
district post offices or other meeting 
places; and the few hundred ballc^ 
required would not be hard to dis¬ 


tribute to such voting centres. If 
that is done, however, it should cer¬ 
tainly be at the same time as the 
plebiscites in Greater Victoria. 

If one is looking for difficulties 
there could be no end to them. View 
Royal is voting currently.on pi*o- 
poaed incorporation as a village 
municipality. If the inner municipal 
areas waited for consummation of 
this or of any other incoiporation 
under municipal law, the time per¬ 
haps would never come to deade an 
issue on which the general public has 
been ready to vote for a good long 
time. Outside of municipal boun¬ 
daries the province la charged with 
watching the Interests of the unor¬ 
ganized territories and does so. One 
cannot conceive of the government 
overrkttng whatever views may be 
expremed by a majority of electors 
In the metitipolitan area, or failing 
to expwiite the public reference 
already arranged. 

Since 1955 the fKioridaUon Issue 
has been toaMd backward and for¬ 
wards here in an Inconclusive man¬ 
ner. We beMeve that the public has 
made up Its mind on the question 
and will settle it this time, one way 
or the other. 


An Absurd Situation 


A ll the signs point to a change 
in the old-age pension regula¬ 
tions. Sentiment has grown In favor 
of permitting the security allowance 
to be paid Rb matter where the recip¬ 
ient lives, and reports suggest that 
at the next session of parliament the 
present restriction will be removed. 
If confirmed this will be only just. 
Pensfoners have earned this pension 
and It should be freed of any .strings. 
It would mean much to persons on 
■nail total incomes who might get 
along much easier by living else¬ 
where. 

There are anomalies with lepixtl - 
to old-age pensions, however, and 
freeing the payment will highlight 
these afresh. The government made 
a mistake two years ago when It 
reduced the residence qualification 
from 20 years to 10. This was over- 
generous. It means that a person 
could come to this country at the age 
of 60 and gain a pension 10 years 
later, when obviously his contribu¬ 
tion to the life and strength of the 
country would be comparatively 
meagre. If in future he would be 
able to return to his native land 


while drawing the pension he would 
be unduly well rewarded. 

The situation is compounded 
when it is realized no compulsion 
about dtiaenship is involved In old- 
age security payments. There is 
sound reason why every new settler 
In Canada should be compelled to 
take out citizenship papers after the 
probationary period of five years, 
apart altogether from the old-age 
pension aspect. If a new settler is 
not prepared to do so and assume 
an the obligations of citizenship he 
should have no place in Canada. 
When he can stay here and after 
10 years claim a pension without 
swearing allegiance, however, aome- 
thlng Is patently wrong. 

Once tha strings were taken off 
the security pension It would be pos¬ 
sible for an individual to come here 
from Europe, reside a brief 10 years, 
neglect or refuse to become a citizen, 
and then return from whence he 
came with a pension for the rest of 
his Hfe. He might even be a person 
who fought against this countrv in 
either of the two world wars. That 
is obviously an absurd situation and 
it should 1^ changed. 


Tragedy Behind‘the Bars 


T he case of a young ex-convict In 
Vancouver, sent back to prison 
as a rfnig “pusher” at the age of 22, 
provides one more illustration of the 
tragic complexity of the drug prob¬ 
lem In this country. By his own con¬ 
fession this young man is an addict; 
but what makes nis case to horrible 
is the statement that his Introduction 
to narcotics was made within the 
walls of the B.C. penitentiary, where 
he was committed at the age of 15 
years for burglary. 

If this were an Isolated case It 
would be bad enough, but official 
Investigations Into drug-taking In 
Britteh Cohimbta have turned up 
numeroua examples of men and 
women having their lives ruined by 
forming the habit as prisoners, in 
association with others already ad¬ 
dicted to the use of narcotics. Be¬ 
cause of the case ^datories of other 


victims there Is no reason to dis¬ 
believe the dreadful tale of degrada¬ 
tion in Vancouver this week. 

There must be something terribly 
wrong with a penal system which 
throws youthful offenders—mere 
boys—among hardened felons and, 
infinitely worse, among those only 
too eager to convert others to their 
own d^enerate habits. The great 
weakness In the system appears to 
He In the fact that it makes no pro¬ 
vision for segregation of young pris¬ 
oners from the habituals and that 
drug addiction is not recognized as 
an illness which alM> ranks, in effect 
if not In the book,‘as a communicable 
(Haease. Canada and more especi¬ 
ally the west coast have long been 
promised a review of the penal sys¬ 
tem in relation to the drug habit. 
How many more lives are to be con¬ 
taminated and all but destroyed 
before reform becomes a reality?

Even the moat nahrt politkal ob¬ 
servers in the Indonesian capital saw the 
blpw-up in Slno-Indoneslan relattosts com¬ 
ing nK>nths ago. 

The tension had been building up 
rapidly sinse last May when the govem- 
• ment, in a move to curb^ the Chlnew 
economic Influence, decided tp linn aU 
alien retailers in rural areas. This baiv 
goes Into effect at the end of the year. 
It will affect an estimated half miUion 
Chinese, all presumably under the direct 
control of Peiping, because Indonaata 
has no relations with Hatlonalltt China. 

The big blow-up finally came. The 
Indonesian foreign mtniitry charged the 
Chinese embassy in Jakarta with urging 
Chinese to defy the ban. It termed such 
action provocative. 

Indonesia also hinted broadly at tho 


poMibiUty of uncontrollable anti-Chinese 
sentiments developing. 

Anti-Chineac sentiment in Indonesia, 
long directed against the Nationalists, be¬ 
gan to switch to the Red regime early 
this year. This sentiment began to find 
Its way into the press and public state¬ 
ments more with the Tibetan situation. 
It became widespread after Peiping be¬ 
gan opposing the ban. It became intense 
when the Chinese began causing trouble 
along the Indian border. 

Moat eheervers regarded it m a diplo- 
roatic loss of fOce for Indoneaia when 
Foreign Minister Subandrlo went to Pei¬ 
ping recently to explain the ban*''to top 
Red leaders.

History Is pre s ented obiectively 
with the warts mosUy hidden and 
the frailties of great leaders kept 
under wraps. It is In the bypaths of 
after reading that one learns of tha 
humanities that govern ao many de- 
clalve events. The present generation 
ia lucky, of course; our generals 
for one are not content to leave things 
to some Harley Street specialist of 
the future, but prefer to tiliUate ua 
with the secret details while we are 
still living. 

This is all to the good. It removes 
the gloss from our eyes. When r war 
is on we are apt to think that armies 
go forth unimpeded by human whim, 
practically automatic in their oper¬ 
ation. During the colossal sweep of 
Hitler’s armies for instance, heart- 
deep into Europe and elsewhere. It 
seemed from the bare (acta of 
mileage that the Naxi ntachine must 
be the acme of inhuman efficiency. 
In (act the muddle and fantastic (adt 
of the Nazi helrarchy waa almost as 
colossal, which inddentally makes ini¬ 
tial succeaaaa all tha more amazing. 
It would have been a cast of God* 
help-ua had the Germans been led by 
a Napoleon, lean and fit and with all 
his glands in fins shape. 

A gland is a little thing, 1 suppose, 
yet you see how vast an Influence it 
may exert If he could speak now 
Napoleon couid offer a fine medical 
alibi for his subsequent failures. 
Other little human quirks help to 
change the world. We have been told 
recently for example that Wolfe at 
Quebec was not the resolute hero of 
history books but in fact was In a 
dither and only wtm on the Plains of 
Abraham by accident. And of course 
the latest in the series of wartime 
disclosures, the Alanbrooke’s diaries, 
leave nothing to the imagination of 
either future historian or Harley 
Street surgeon.

A SHREWD student of the civU se^ 
vice mind recently produced a 
*‘Foini of Dally Service lor Use in 
Government De¬ 
partments’* which 
began with this 
prayer:

In May. 1958, a 
J22 cal. takedown rifle specially de* 
signed and manufactured for use by 
airmen forced down in the wilder¬ 
ness was declared .surplus to RCAF 
requirements. Thia-rifl* (ires the .22 
centreflre Hornet cartridge, a much 
more powerful round than the ordi¬ 
nary rimfire .22. 

Twenty thousand of these sur¬ 
vival rifles wers turned over te War 
Assets Disposal Corp., and in July. 
MM. WADC began aeUing thsm to 
gun dealers across the country. On 
Aug. 25 the defence department 
wrote WADC warning that the rifle 
might be a danger to the public.

WADC ignored the warning, there 
being nothing in regulations requir¬ 
ing the government aecoiid-hand 
dealers to decide on questions of pub¬ 
lic safety.

WADC reinstated the rifles in its 
sales catalogue, but warned subse¬ 
quent buyers that die rifles were be*

Ontario 
Attorney General Kelso RoberU or¬ 
dered Ontario purchasers to return 
their rifles to dealers and get refunds, 
but the order appears unenforoeabla 
because under the law they art not 
illegal weapons.

Refugees 
From Europe 

Pram tha Dapartmeot af 
CINaanablp sad' Immigrallan 

T he Minister of Citizenship and 
Immigration, the Hon. EUen 
Fairclough has outfjned Canada’s 
policy with respect to the admlsaion 
of refugees from Europe, and ampli¬ 
fied the sUtement made by the Sec¬ 
retary of State for External Alfain^ 
to the United Natkma on September 
34, to the effect that 100 tuberculous 
refugees, and their famlliet would he 
admitted to Canada as a special con¬ 
tribution to World Refugee Year. 

Mrs. Fairclough sUted that im¬ 
migration regulations will be waived 
for these tuberculoua refugees and 
their families. The federal govern¬ 
ment will pay travelling expenses 
and arrangemenU are being ouda 
with the provincial authorities for 
treatment In hospitals and sanatoria 
and with regard to tha raaintenanoe 
of dependents as required. 

Immigration regulationa will also 
be waived in respect of other Euro¬ 
pean refugees aulfering from tubei^ 
culoais or from a physical handicap 
which does not sertousJy impede hit 
Integration into Canadian life, pro¬ 
vided the refugee and hla family are 
Sponsored by a recognized voluntary 
agency which has underUken to aw 
aume the responsibility of continuing 
care. 

Canada has always given prefer 
entlal consideration to rsfugaes. Im¬ 
mediately following the Second World 
War, Canada began to accept thou¬ 
sands of refugees and displaced pei^ 
sons outside the scope of ordinary im¬ 
migration program. It has been u 
fundamental aspect of the Canadian 
attitude that when the braadwinner of 
a rsfugae family can qualify at an 
ordinary immigrant, he should be 
dealt with as such and dependent 
members of his family may also be 
admitted to Canada notwithaUnding 
their age or physical diaablUties, pro¬ 
vided that they do not suffer from in¬ 
sanity or contagious diseases and the 
breadwinner will be able to support 
them in Canada. 

it it it 

Government policy makes It po*. 
sible for refugees who might not be 
able tp meet Canadian Immigration 
selection standards to come to Can¬ 
ada under various sponsorship 
arrangemenU: 

Reunion of Families: Cases where 
refugee families have been separated 
for medical reasons, when tha head 
of the family or a working member 
of the family la a permanent resident 
of Canada, have always racelved 
sympathetic consideration. If the diw 
abllty involves dUeaaes which art 
contagious or likely te require Insti¬ 
tutional care, the health aulhoritlet 
#f the provtoce In which the bbunl- 
grant will reside must give assurance 
that satisfactory arrangements have 
been made for acceptance and treat¬ 
ment of the member or members of 
the fa^ly suffering from auch dis¬ 
eases. Although tha Immigration Act 
prohibits the admission of persona 
suffering from Infectioua or conta¬ 
gious diseases, refugees who cannot 
comply with the healtJi requirements 
may be granted admission for treat¬ 
ment. 

General Sponsorship: Any resident 
of Canada may apply for tha admis¬ 
sion of a refugee, whether friend or 
reUtive, residing in Austria, Gew 
many or lUly. Approval Is condi¬ 
tional upon the ability and under- 
sUnding of the sponsor to provide 
satisfactory settlement arrangentenU, 
including emptoyment where necee- 
aary. The sponsor must be a rallabla 
person who will respect the condi¬ 
tions of his undertaking not to allow 
the refugee to become a publie 
charge. The refugee must be of good 
character and maet the usual medical 
requlreinenU. although sympalhetle 
conaideration it given in aU cases 
except those involving insanity or a 
eonUgious disease. 

VolunUry Agency Sponsorship: 
RepuUble voluntary afencles have 
also the privilege of sponsoring tha 
admission of refugees from Europa. 
Recognized agencies are: 

The Canadfeh Christian Counci] 
for the ResetUement of Refugees; 
The Canadian Council of Churckes; 
The Rural Settlement Society of Can¬ 
ada (Catholic Immigrant Services); 
’The Canadian Jewish Congress; Jew¬ 
ish Immigrant Aid Services. 

In additlen. whera thSM agendei 
are wilHng to accept (uU and con¬ 
tinuing raaponsibUity. the depart 
ment la prepared to admit 111 oi 
disabled refugees.

Inmates discharged from 
federal prisons should be al-1 
lowed to draw unemployment 
insurance benefits until they 
are able to find suitable work 
in society. B.C. Penitentiary 
warden F. C. B. Cummins 
said this week. 

Under the present system, 
unless he has earned “extra** 
money through the sale of 
hobbycraft items, an inmate at 
the end of his sentence is 
turned out with a one-way 
ticket, one new suit and about 
$20 in cash gained through a 
compulsory savings plan. 

“He should be allowed to 
contribute to unemployment 
insurance from his earnings 
while he is in prison, so he 
can draw on it when he comes 
out and not feel he. is on 
charity." Mr. Cummins told 
Victoria North Kiwanis Club. 
“After all. this is an age of 
social security.** 

The warden is a sort of 
travelling salesman for his in¬ 
mates. offering for sale wher¬ 
ever he speaks hobbycraft 
items ranging from artistic 
wall plaques to soft bedroom 
slippers.

LONDON—Six non-league clubs and three amateur 
teams are aU that's left of the hundreds of teams from 
outside the Football League that started the Football 
Amociation Cup competition with aspirations of fame 
and fortune. 

Enfield, a highiicorlng north London side. Wycombe 
Wanderers and Crook Town, amateur cup finalist last iM^ason. 
are the amateur teams to survive the opening round. The 
part-time profeaaionals who made It Into the second round. 
Dec. \ art South Shields. Peterborough. King’s Lomn, Ketter¬ 
ing. 5hilishury and Bath CHy, one of the best of the non-league 
clubs that gualliled for the operdnE round. 

The progress of some of these ’•little" clubs in the compe- 
tilion dominated in the late stages by the first division teams. 
Is always watched with interest and seldom a season passes 
when a number of league teams suffers the humilb^ion of 
defeat at the hands of the part-timers. In many cases the 
mon league side could hold Its own In the lower divisions of 
tleague football. 

The element of surprise and the natural feeling to cheer 
for the underdog are two of the most attractive* features of 
the FA cup. Few will forget the feats of little Tooting and 
Mltchum, and the arrraaing run of thiid dlvlaion Norwich in 
last seaaon's cup Hattie, and a few seasons ago York City, 
also a third division team, went through to the semis. 

Rut the luck of the draw has not smiled kindly on the 
auTviving non-league dubs and a hasty exit by all but two 
or three of them Is expected even before the first and second 
division sides enter the battle in the third round. Five of the 
nine part-timers have been drawn at home but two of them 
face formidable oppoaition and unless they win outright there 
seems little hope for them if it went to a replay.

South Shields has a chance against Bradford and Enfield 
might get paat Bournemouth.

Bath, leader of the premier division of the southern league

Time to Transplant 


By iL V. CHWxirr, ntu 

If for Any rwASon yju hAV* fruit 
treos which you wUh to move to other 
positions or to Another gArden, this is 
the kSesl time to do it. If trAiupUnted 
now. they will hsvs a chAnce to ssttls 
down And mAke a little root growth 
before they Are csUed upon to produce 
An)^ folisge In the spring, snd they 
won't be so susceptible to summer 
drought AS those moved In the spring. 

The younger the tree or bush, the 
more quickly It should recpver from 
the shock of the move. In fsct, when 
young trees sre growing too vigor¬ 
ously — msking too much new wood 
And showing no sign of coming into 
besring—<lt is often good prsctice to 
lift snd replsnt them solely with A 
view to giving them a slight check. 
This will often induce fruitfulness in 
An otherwise reluctsnt fruit tree, 
wee 

Older trees need more considers- 
tiori snd more careful handling. I 
have transplanted a 15-year-old pear 
tree successfully, but it Isn’t an easy 
job and I don't think I would want to 
tackle It again. Moving a large tree, 
while quite posaible. is seldom worth¬ 
while. but If for sentimental or other 
reasons it MUST be done, your best 
bet la to leave the job to a specialist 


who has the equipment, the know* 
how. and the trained labor for the job. 

With trees of more moderate size, 
the lifting and reptanting should be 
done In one operation. 'Hm new site 
should be prepared first, with the 
width of the new planting hole cor¬ 
responding with the size of tree to 
be moved. 

A A e 

For A bush trea six to 10 feet tall, 
the hole should be six feet in diam¬ 
eter. and after the topsoil is dug out 
and sM aside, the subsoil should be 
broken up well, working in some 
rough, half-rotted compost snd about 
five cupfuls of pulverized limestone. 

Old turf will provide an excellent 
reserve of food for the tree. It should 
be spread grass side down over the 
loosened subsoil. The pile of topsoil 
should be mixed with a quantity of 
peat moss and bone meal, and a 
mound of the mixture placed in the 
centre of the planting hole for the 
roots to sit on. 

^In lifting the tree, the aim should 
be to retain as many of the fine, fib¬ 
rous feeding roots as possible, plus a 
sufficient length of main root to pro¬ 
vide good anchorage. I find the best 
meth^ is to take out a circular trench 
24 feet from the trunk, severing any 
thick roots which are exposed, alter 


th spade can be worked down under* 
neath the tree to cut any downward¬ 
growing tap root 

♦ ♦ a 

All the sex-ersd roou should be 
trimmed off very cleanly with a sharpy 
knife, making slanting cuts sloping* 
downward, to encourage the horizontal 
growth of new roots. While not 
strictly neossaary. 1 think it pays to 
dust the cut surfaces with a Uttie 
Rootone horthone rooting powder. 
The tree should then be set in position 
on its mound of soil, with its roots 
sloping gentl, downward. 

As filling-in proceeds, the tree 
should be jiggled up and down occas¬ 
ionally to work the aoil around and 
under the roots, and when the hole is 
two-thirds full pour in a bucket of 
water to which uas been added a few 
drops of Vitamin Bl. When this plant¬ 
ing solution has drained away* finish 
the filling in, using loose, dry soil on 
top. 

All newly planted or transplanted 
trees will require really firm staking 
and tying to prevent the ruinous 
wind-rocking which lO often spells 
failure and the loss of the tree. Like 
a broken arm in splints and a cast, 
the roots must be completely immobil¬ 
ized until the very fine, hair-like feed¬ 
ing roots emerge to “marry" the soil

The air was alive with music over 
the weekend. George Gershwip took 
over Friday night. Wolfgang Ama¬ 
deus Mozart enriched Sunday evening 
with his sweetness and genius. Satur¬ 
day night. Gene Kelly enlivened tele¬ 
vision for an hour. 

I found each of these separate 
hours stimulating and captivating 
without finding any of them entirely 
aatiafying. To take them up in the 
order of their importance. Leonard 
Bernstein and the Philharmonic bring¬ 
ing US the splendors of the “divine 
Mozart" from Venice under the spon¬ 
sorship of the Ford Motor Company 
Is one of those rare treats that this 
barbaric capitalist culture Isn't sup¬ 
posed to offer its down trodden citi¬ 
zens. (And to be quite honest, ws 
don’t get such things very often.) 
w * a 

Bem.^tein played and conducted 
the second and third movement from 
Mozart’s Piano Concerto in C Major, 


a piece of music of such elegance and 
Warmth and power and unutterable 
sweetness that even non-Mozartlan 
types are melted by It First, Bern¬ 
stein spoke of Mozart with that 
sweeping facility of phra.se and 
mastery of his subject that arc his 
trademarks. 

I wish, though, he'd get over the 
professional interrogative. "Why 
Mozart?" cries Bernstein at the open¬ 
ing. Then he proceeds to answer his 
own question. Stylistically, this has 
become a very bad habit and I wish 
he’d cut It out or at Icaat down. 
Joseph N. Welch who delivers what 
he calls a “message for Americans" 
in the middle of the program, suffers 
from the same disease. (“Why sre 
we ao Interested In educating our 
children? Because education means 
leadership. Only an educated man 
•urvivea in this age." And so forth. 

Rut these arc tiny flawa Other¬ 
wise. it was an exalted hour of music 


and I thank CBS and Ford for brinf- 
Ing it to me. 

The Bell Telephone Hour ahowrered 
George CfCrahwin on ua with a laviah 
but undlarriminating hand. Polly 
Bergen. Vic Danume and Ella Fitz¬ 
gerald sang. Andre Previn and Teddy 
Wilaon played, and Marge and Gower 
Champion danced to the music. Ira 
Gershwin provided a short commen¬ 
tary. Mostly, though, the music 
spoke for itself eloquently enough. 

The Gone Kelly show started out 
very large and then dwindled a little 
as it went aiong. I loved a dance duet 
with Carol Lawrence to “Shall We 
Dance?" which had great grace and 
charm. ENen better was a duo with 
his old companion from “Singin' in 
the Rain,'* Donald O’Connor, who In 
many respects Is a better dancer. 
There’s practicaPy nothing I'd rather 
do than watch these two get together 
in a lazy, relaxed, and tuneful bit of 
hoofing. 

Altogether it was a nice weekend.

UNITED NATIONS. N.Y. 
(CP)—The United Nstkmi 
Onecal Assembly Wednesday 
night voted for a (ull-acale de¬ 
bate on Hungary—but by a 
smaller majority than last 
year. 

•Acting on a recommenda¬ 
tion by the 14th assembly’s 
steering committee, Canada 
and 90 other countries voted 
lor the debate while 10 —the 
Soviet bloc and Yugoslavia— 
were against. 

Fifteen countries abstained, 
including India, the United 
Arab republic.
